Results of the survey made by 
the Lower Merion-Narberth Coun- 
cil of Republican Women to de- 
termine "why we lost on Novem- 
ber 7" and to furnish .construc- 
tive suggestions for achieving vic- 
tory in 1946 have been announced 
by Mrs. S. L. Veitch. chairman of 
the political activities committee. 

"Well over 30 per cent of the 
members answered the question- 
naire." said Mrs. Veitch in a let- 
ter reporting the results to Mrs. 
Hannah Durham, chairman of 
the State Council's political ac- 
tivities committee. A chart was 
enclosed showing what the mem- 
bers thought were the contribut- 
ing factors in the defeat of the 
1944 campaign. Twelve political 
activities were listed in the ques- 
tionnaire and the members rated 
them in the order of their im- 
portance in the waging of the 
campaign. 

Some of the suggestions offered 
to help achieve victory in 1946 
were also summarized in Mrs. 
Veitch's report as follows: 

"Start now to build a strong 
political organization with a pro- 



gressive program offering only ef- 
ficient, able, and reliable candi- 
dates. 

"The importance of political; 
education 365 days of the year 
looking toward especially the edu- 
cation of our youth. 

"The Democratic Party has, 
rightly or wrongly, given the work- 
ing man a sense of security. The 
Republican Party must show that 
we have been, and are. behind lots 
of this social legislation. 

"The Republican Party should 
have a most attractive radio com- 
mentator with a weekly or semi- 
weekly schedule during the whole 
of the next four years to counter- 
act the propaganda put out by 
people as Walter Winchell. 

"Too many people of the lower 
wage bracket think of the Re- 
publican Party as one of privilege 
and wealth. This should be cor- 

"Revision of mailing lists might 
be an economic saving as well as 
less irritation when three mem- 
bers of one family receive quan- 
tities of duplicating literature. 



Additional suggestions were giv- 
en in one member's letter read 
recently at an executive board 
meeting by Mrs. Veitch: 

"Neighborhood work must be 
educational during the 365 days 
of the year, not a last minute ap- 
peal for conversion. It may be 
difficult to go from house to house 
in the 'off-season' between cam- 
paigns on the educational pro- 
grams, but to formulate a founda- 
tion for that, I would suggest two 
things. 

1. "A few definite 'planks* of a 
platform for which the Republican 
.Party really stands, on which it 
is making its fight. It cannot stand 
for a New Deal philosophy but 
promise to handle it better. . . . 
It must take issue with princi- 
ples, and not with incumbents. 

2. "I -would dramatize a 'sub- 
scribing membership' in the Re- 
publican Party. It is far better if 
a vast number of voters become a 
party to the financing of a poli- 
tical party and its campaign, than 
that the party feel itself depen- 
dent upon the larger benefactions 
of the few.

Registrars to Sit 
In 40 Localities 

If tfill Is Enacted 
April 28 May Be Last 
Day to Register 

Attention of those citizens of 
Montgomery County who are eligi- 
ble but, not registered for voting 
was directed this week to a sched- 
ule of traveling registrars of the 
County Registration Commission. 

The registrars will sit at 40 dif- 
ferent localities throughout the 
County between April 3 and April 
27 from 2 to 9 P. M. to conduct 
voting registration business. 

Those who have become of age 
or who will be 21 on or before 
June 20, persons who have been 
removed from the rolls for failure 
to vote for two years, women who 
have married, persons who have 
moved here from other counties 
and others who have not been reg- 
istered may register or correct 
their registration. 

Under the present law. May 21 
is the last day to register prior to 
the Primary Election on June 19. 
However, if a Bill now in the Leg- 
islature is enacted. April 28 will 
become the last day to register. 

Persons may register or conduct 
other registration. business at any 
place tlie registrars are sitting, re- 
gardless of their home address. 
The office- of the Commission -at 
the Court House is open daily for 
conduct of registration business 
from 8 A. M. to 4 P. M. and on 
Saturdays until noon.

Within five minutes. Marine 
artillery registered in on the gun 
and its ammunition, and lit up 
the sky almost as bright as day 
■with a direct hit.

Police Cooperation 
Cuts Court Cases 

Great Improvement 
Over 20 Years Ago, 
Judge Tells Chief s 

Cooperation among police de- 
partments as exemplified by the 
Police Chiefs Association of Mont- 
gomery County has resulted in a 
lessening of the case load in the 
county courts, declared President 
Judge Harold G. Knight Thurs- 
day night at the 14th annual din- 
ner of the association at the Man- 
ufacturers Country Club, Oreland. 
More than 300 members and 
guests attended. 

"The organization of the Po- 
lice Chiefs Association in 1931 was 
the greatest step made in law en- 
forcement in the county during 
the last 20 years," said Judge 
Knight. "It has promoted cooper- 
ation and friendly feelings. Police 
know each other and work to- 
gether. 

"We have about the same num- 
ber of cases each year but we 
don't have more than a fifth as 
many trials as we had nearly 20 
years ago. The police work is 
much better today. As a conse- 
quence eases are developed better 
and about 90 per cent of the de- 
fendants enter pleas of guilty." 

Otlier factors listed by Judge 
Knight as contributing to the 
general improvement in the dis- 
position of court cases was the 
court's policy of uniform sen- 
tences and frequent sessions of 
miscellaneous court and the case 
preparations by the District At- 
torney's office. 

"The police officers of today as 
compared to those of 30 years ago 
are like a 1910 model Ford as 
compared to a 1941 model," said 
Judge Knight. "The police today 
are well-trained. They receive not 
adequate compensation but a good 
d.*al more than 30 years ago. I 
still don't think they are paid 
enough but they do receive 
enough so that men of ability, 
Intelligence ahd~ integrity are at- 
tracted to the police business and 
males it their life work."

After putting the finishing 
touches on the renovation of his 
home for the wedding of his cou- 
sin fire broke out and the wed- 
ding had to be postponed and 
.then moved to his brother's home. 
'After the ceremony he returned 
home to find that fire had brok- 
en out again. While fighting the 
fire his right hand was severely 
burned. 

For several weeks. Harrison lias 
had papprhangers. painters and 
other workmen at his home fixing 
it up for the wedding of his cou- 
sin. Miss Bertha Lerner. 1000 Lan- 
caster Ave.. Brvn Mawr. to David 
Greenberg. Philadelphia manu- 
facturer. 

Harrison was in the cellar when 
a boy culled to advise him his 
hou.se was ou lire. This was al 
noon. 

Harrison dashed from the cel- 
lar to the yard, found smoke pour- 
ing from the wooden shingle roof. 
He called the Bryn Mawr Fire 
Company but two neighbors, 
George Gane and Harvey Wil- 
liams, the latter an Investigator in 
the Inheritance Tax Office here, 
had put calls in before he did. 
When he hung up the receiver the 



firemen were at the house and in 
action. 

The roof and two upper floors 
of the building were badly gutted 
by flames, smoke and water, in- 
cluding some of the newly paint- 
ed and papered rooms. 

The wedding was postponed un- 
til 4 P. M. 

After a hasty readjustment of 
plans the nuptials were trans- 
ferred to the home of Harrison's 
brother.

This neighborhood has had continuous occasion to moum its 
war-loss. So far our Gold Stars, on the basis of ratio, are twice those 
of the city's average. There will be more, but higher hop; can lie in 
the conviction that the conclusion (inboth theaters) is a matter of 
months as compared to the years that collected the sad toll which 
now distresses us. 

In addition to Margaret Dempster, a Navy nurse who died of na- 
tural causes while on duty in California, the following young men 
from this section adorn the list of the gallant dead:

Our wounded also provide, an impressive total nor should we for- 
get the local lads who have been taken by the enemy and who are 
now suffering the privations of prison camps. 

. Thus has War made its deep mark on this little town and on all 
the towns throughout the land. 

* * * 

Already Narberth is giving organized attention to an appropriate 
memorial of this greatest, cataclysm in human history and of the part 
which the Borough played in it. Tha subject is in competent hands 
and the Committee is of the calibre which is sure to welcome any 
informed cooperation that may be offered. 

This reporter recalls the lack of accord which diverted the local 
memorial effort of 25 years ago. He was impressed then, as he is now, 
that a fitting commemoration can only come from public funds, not 
as a result of private contributions. We have reasonably accurate evi- 
dence of our people's ability (or willingness) to make donations. 

Based on a variety of experiences, the maximum amount that 
could be expected from a door-to-door canvass would not exceed $15,- 
000. That is an optimistic sum and it could be realized only by a 
highly skillful endeavor. More than $15,000 was subscribed for the 
Playground (before it was bought by the Borough), but in that case 
the personal committments were not made as outright gifts. The fact 
should also be faced that nearly all of the generous underwriters of 
the old days have either difid or moved away. 

» » * 

Another consideration which is inescapable is that a "memorial" 
should not consist merely of special facilities for the returning war- 
riors. By and large, they will not want any such things. Clubs, the 
English say. are for young men and old men. The hard-bitten sailors 
and soldiers coming back are neither, as we will see when they get 
here. They will have futures to make and families to rear and will 
have little time or zest for any sort of corporate recreation. To be- 
lieve that they will wish to assemble regularly to "talk about the war" 
or to continue the camp-fire is to say something that they will say 
is funny. They will want to get on with their lives and in the serious 
way that will help ihem make up for the precious years they have 
lost. 

Hence to convert or erect a building for them is an idea that 
.should be dismissed instanter. Later on they may indicate plans of 
their own and they have indeed learned to take care of themselves 
expertly well. Perhaps, in due course, a score of years from now, vet- 
erans who then live here might, want all the space of the Community 
Building. In that case, the house in which this is written could ac- 
commodate the Library, which would mean more room for books and 
a more convenient place to get them. (Wonder if Carnegie would 
mind a modest rival)? 

Furthermore, how many of the men who left here are going to 
continue to live here? How many men now members of our local Le- 
gion left for the Colors from Narberth? The question is quite pertin- 
ent, as attractive quarters for those we know is obviously more of a 
definitely personal tribute than it is a war memorial, a distinction 
which the Committee is sure not to omit in its deliberations. 

* * * 

Personal contributions cannot be expected to provide more than 
the proverbial sepulchral stone or some similar time-worn token. Pub- 
lic funds can provide an adequate testimonial. The people will vote 
for such a disbursement if it is designed as a permanent improvement 
to correspond with the Borough Code. Also they will vote for what 
essential needs are on the same ballot. 

Astute town managers, like other experienced administrators, 
know they are not acclaimed nor remembered for the money they 
save nor are they ever exhiliarated by such grubbing pursuit/Small 
wares and ways have not made America even tho' an excess of them 
has never ceased to be here, Narberth has passed the point where 
the present too low tax-rate can be afforded if heed is paid to the 
enormous returns which are possible to each householder, from the 
substantial public sums which yearn for investment hereabouts. Plans 
for the Borough's war-memorial could well be the starting point for 
the needed renascence. __

This is the second in a series 
of articles written by S. Edward 
Moore, parliamentarian of the 
House of Representatives, de- 
scribing the procedure by which 
bills introduced into the General 
Assembly are made into law. 

The first article described the 
method of preparation and in- 
troduction of bills. The second 
in the series takes up the work 
of the House and Senate Com- 
mittees. 

During the average regular Ses- 
sion of the General Assembly 
there are more than .two thousand 
bills introduced in both houses, 
representing a very wide range of 
subjects. 

A large number of the bills are 
highly controversial which re- 
quires many hours in debate and 
the consideration of numerous 
amendments. Some bills are hun- 
dreds of pages in length. Obvious- 
ly, it would be impossible for the 
House and the Senate to consider 
such a tremendous volume of bills 
separately at their regular daily 
sessions. 

An effective procedure is there- 
fore necessary to sift the import- 
ant from the unimportant. This is 
accomplished by means of stand- 
ing committees in both the House 
and the Senate. There are forty - 
four committees in the House and 
thirty-one in the Senate. These 
standing committees are the work- 
shops of the General Assembly, 
whose duty it is to carefully an- 
alyze the bills which are referred 
to them and report to their re- 
spective Houses. The popular opin- 
ion is that when the Legislature is 
not in session nothing is being 
done; the fact is the most import- 
ant work of the Session is being 
carrier/ forward by many of these 
committees after the General As- 
sembly has adjourned. 

Every bill when presented- is 
printed in both the Senate and 
House immediately so that the 
members and the public may know 
what subjects are before the As- 
sembly. 

Once a bill is in committee, the 
committee has full power over it. 
Usually it is referred by the chair- 
man to a subcommittee with in- 
structions to study its provisions 
and report its recommendations 
to the main committee. Persons or 
organizations interested in a pro- 
posed . bill may request a public 
hearing or a personal audience 
which is usually granted. 

After consideration has been 
given to a bill by the committee, 
it directs one of its members to 
report the bill to the House either 
as committed (which means with- 
out change) or as amended, and 
in rare instances with a negative 
recommendation, or the commit- 
tee may decide not to report the 
bill at all. 

However, if the committee re- 
ports the bill it is then given a 
place on the first reading House 
Calendar, having been reprinted 
showing all changes made by the 
committee and under House rules 
it is read by the Clerk and no de- 
bate or amendments from the floor 
are permitted at this stage.
